Lundgren, Bloomingdale and McConkey
was submitted and signed. Rep. Lundgren gave opening remarks. Amendment .2864 was
discussed and withdrawn. Rep. Lundgren gave closing remarks and moved the bill. Chair
Cownie moved HSB 531, to the House floor on a roll call vote. Motion carried with 14 ayes, 9
nays, (Reps. Oldson, Forbes, Hall, Jacoby, Kacena, Kressig, McConkey, Meyer, & Ourth voted

Representative Pettengill was recognized to take up HSB 582; A bill for an act relating to
service of process made on the commissioner of insurance as the agent or attorney for service of
process for regulated individuals and entities and resolving inconsistencies. The subcommittee
report of Reps. Pettengill, Landon and Forbes was submitted and signed. Rep. Pettengill gave
opening remarks, discussion followed and Rep. Pettengill gave closing remarks and moved the
bill. Chair Cownie moved HSB 582, to the House floor on a roll call vote. Motion carried with
23 ayes.

Representative Pettengill was recognized to take up HSB 583; A bill for an act relating to
matters involving insurance division of the department of commerce to reflect current practices
and resolve inconsistencies. The subcommittee report of Reps. Pettengill, Landon and Forbes
was submitted and signed. Rep. Pettengill gave opening remarks, discussion followed and Rep.
Pettengill gave closing remarks and moved the bill. Chair Cownie moved HSB 583, to the
House floor on a roll call vote. Motion carried with 23 ayes.

Representative Pettengill was recognized to take up HSB 584; A bill for an act relating to
noninsurance business transactions .... The subcommittee report of Reps. Pettengill, Landon
and Forbes was submitted and signed. Rep. Pettengill gave opening remarks, and asked
permission to take up amendment .2913. Amendment passed on a voice vote. Discussion
followed and Rep. Pettengill gave closing remarks and moved the bill. Chair Cownie moved
HSB 584, as amended, to the House floor on a roll call vote. Motion carried with 22 ayes, 1 nay
(Rep. Meyer was the nay vote).

Representative Pettengill was recognized to take up HSB 585; A bill for an act relating to the
receipt of pecuniary damages by insurers as victims for purpose of criminal restitution. The
subcommittee report of Reps. Pettengill, Landon and Forbes was submitted and signed. Rep.
Pettengill gave opening remarks, discussion followed and Rep. Pettengill gave closing remarks
and moved the bill. Chair Cownie moved HSB 585, to the House floor on a roll call vote.
Motion carried with 23 ayes.

With no further business to come before the Committee, Chairman Cownie gave closing
remarks and moved to adjourn and Representative Kressig seconded the motion.

The Commerce Committee adjourned at 1:35 p.m.
